Some questions and answers rela- 
tive to the bond election to provide 
funds for enlargement of the high 
school plans, are submitted by M. E. 
Wright, vice-principal of the school, in 
the following letter: 

Dear Sir, 

Since arriving home from a short va- | 
cation, I have been asked the same, 
questions concerning the proposed ad- 
ditions to the high school enough times 
that it might warrant their publica- 
tion. May I present what might be con- 
sidered a typical set of questions and 
answers I have given? 


Question. What will you do with the 
old gymnasium if you get a new one? 

Answer. Use it. It is hard to realize 
that we enrolled 525 last year and that 
a heavy increase is expected because 
of over 200 in thé eighth grade. Di- 
vide the student body into eight di- 
visions, one for each period, and there 
will be about 65 in each. This is ample 
for two floors and impossible for our 
one.

Question. Why provide so much 
physical education? 

Answer. It is required by the state 
school law. When the state assumes 
about 45 per cent of the cost of opera- 
tion they also assume power to reg- 
ulate. 

Question. Why spend money on a 
cafeteria when class rooms are so badly 
needed ? 

Answer. First you may have the 
wrong idea about a school cafeteria. 
It is a cafeteria only at noon. Be- 
fore and after noon it is an assembly 
room for large groups of "students, a 
projection room and it is quite suit- 
able for a study room or oversize clas- 
ses.

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CORRIGAN LOSES. 


U. 3. LICENSE 


Government Cancels Permit 
To Prevent Pilot From 
Trying Return Hop 


WASHINGTON, (lP) — The Depart- 
ment of Commerce canceled the exper- 
imental license of Douglas G. Corrigan 
today to prevent him attempting a 
westward flight across the Atlantic 
ocean, 

PLANE RETURNED 

DUBLIN, it) — Douglas Corrigan’s 
$900 monoplane, the least expensive 
craft that ever was flown across the 
Atlantic, was returned to him today by 
Irish customs authorities, who had de- 
tained it for several hours. 

Customs authorities had detained 
the plane because Corrigan’s status was 
Slightly irregular. He had _ blithely 
flown here without a passport and 
without fulfilling any of the other for- 
malities that internationa] travellers, 
and especially trans-Atlantic aviators 
are Supposed to adhere to. 

It was understood, however, the Irish 
government had decided to take no ac- 
tion against Corrigan—although the U. 
S. government had ordered his flying 
license suspended for 30 to 60 days— 
and instructed the customs men to re- 
turn his plane to him. 

It was believed that Corrigan would 
remain here about a week while the 
plane is dismantled for shipment back 
to the United States. Despite hints 
that Corrigan might have some other 
aerial adventure in mind, it was be- 
lieved that he would return to the 
United States on the same ship on 
which the plane is shipped. 

Hundreds gathered outside the Am- 
erican legation for a look at Corri- 
gan.

Shooting Opens In California 
October 15, Continues Until 
Nov. 28: Shell Limit Retained 


WASHINGTON ((P}—The Agriculture 
Department today added 15 days to 
| the duck. geese, jacksnipe, and coot 
| hunting season, giving hunters a 45- 
Gay open season for the first time in 
three years. 

The season begins Oct. 1 and ends 
Nov. 14 in the northern zone. It runs 
| from Oct. 15 to Nov. 28 in the central 
zone, and from Nov. 15 to Dec. 29 in 
southern states. 

Two other, major rules were liber- 
| alized. Possession limitations on ducks 
and geese were increased to two days’ 
| bag, or 20 duc&s and 10 geese. Hunt- 
ers also may bag a total of three of 
| the following duck species which have 
| been protected during the last few 
| years: canvas backs, redheads, buffle- 
| heads and ruddy ducks. 


The “three shell” limitations on re- 
peating shotguns was retained. as were 
| prohibitions on baiting of waterfowl 
land the use of live decoys. 

The bag limit on jacksnipes was set 
at 135 and at 25 for coots.

Palace, President Lebrun decorated the 
Queen with the cordon of the Grand 
Cross of the Legion of Honor. This is 
the highest decoration that France can 
bestow. King George had received it 
in 1919.

‘COPPER ALLOY MADE WITH 
‘HARDNESS OF STEEL; 
CALLED CUPALOY 


PITTSBURGH, (UP)—Research en- 
gineers for the Westinghouse Electric 
& Manufacturing Company have come 
close to providnig the answer to a 
search for a copper alloy with the 
strength of steel. 

After years of laboratory work, the 
engineers have made a metal called 
Cupaloy, which is a combination of 
copper, chromium and silver. 

The new metal, according to P. H, 
Brace, consulting metallurgist at West- 
who initiated the experi- 
ments that led to its discovery, is ex- 
pected to prove an efficient electrical 
conductor on jobs where it must stand 
extreme heat while delivering power 
from modern generators.

SAN FRANCISCO, ‘(lP)\—Sixteen o1l 
tankers which ordinarily ply regularly 
in the Pacific Soast-Japanese trade 
routes are lying idle at California 
ports as a result of the financial re- 
strictions which Japan’s invasion of 
China have imposed, according to the 
local oil authorities. 


Of the 16 tankers, 4 are tied up at 
San Francisco and 12 at various 
Southern California ports. All of the 
16 are either Japanese owned or oper- 
ated under charter to them. 


The two most direct results of this 
situation, it is said, is first a serious 
loss to California oi] companies who 
are refusing to supply the tankers with 
oil unless the proper credits are forth- 
coming, and the second is a serious 
loss to the Japanese industry which is 
dependent on the oil for fuel.
